The pros and cons of the

The Council was very dis- 
turbed by the letters re- 
ceived from the Local Auth- 
orities Board, It was felt 
that the Board was inter- 
ferring with the governing of 
the Town, especially in the 
matter of spending money, 
A copy of a letter from 
Bryan, Foote, Andrekson, 
et, al, was also submitted 
at this time supporting the 
Local Authorities Board, 
Mayor Fowler introduced 
a letter from the Town's 
solicitors, Brownlee, 
Brownlee, Fryett, and 
Geddes supporting the action 
taken by the Town, The 
Mayor advised that Council 
must decide who is govern~- 
ing the Town, the Local 
Authorities Board, the pet- 
itioners, or the duly elec- 
ted Town Council, Council- 
lor Wheatley supported this 
statement and went further 
to state that this is a clear 
cut case of interference; 
that the Town was acting 
within their authority to 
spend the permitted number 
of mill rates and the Local 
Authorities Board concern- 


ing itself with the rights of 
petitioners has prevented 
Council from spending these 
monies, The Mayor stated 
that he has attempted to 
obtain a written opinion res- 
pecting 298 (4) of the Town 
and Village Act from the 
Attorney General's office 
and it was denied, Council- 
lor de Bruijn stated that he 
felt that the budget should 
be re-submitted tothe Local 
Authorities Board with a 
copy of the opinion, as put 
forth by the Town’‘s Solic- 
itors, attached, The Mayor 
stated that the point was 
whether or not after having 
proceeded with a By-law, 
the Town could drop said 
By-law and proceed in an 
entirely different way, 
Councillor Bakker went fur- 
ther by stating that the ques- 
tion was whether after 
having once started under 
By-law No, 14/67, could the 
Town turn around and spend 
this money a different way? 
Councillor Wheatley queried 
whether or not the Solici- 
tor’s letter had really cov- 
ered this point, Mayor 
Fowler stated that the Local 
Authorities Board will not 
approve the budget that we 
have proposed because they 
are of the same interpre- 
tation, as others are, that 
this particular section ofthe 
By-law must be submitted 
to a vote - this is their 
legal interpretativn, from 
the legal advice they have 
on the Board itself, 
Councillor Wheatley poin- 
ted out that the Local Auth- 
orities Board thought that 
the money could be put toa 
better use, i.e,, recapping
